For Cleaning Marble,

Common dry salt is said to be one of the
best agents for cleaning marhble, such as
wash basins, sink fixtures and the like, It
requires no preparation and mny be robbed
directly npon the tarnished surface, remov-
ing any iocrastations or deposits at once,
leaving the marble sbining wnd clean. This
is well worthy of remembravee, as it is
| often found to be provokingly hard to clean
the marbles thorvughly witbout injuring
the surface.

Twe Singular Showers.

Omn Saturday, Nov. 11, 1882, thera was
a shower of peculiar shaped seeds over
an area of several square miles in the
vicinity of Statesburg, 8, . The shower
began abont 1120 a. m., and was noted
for twelve miles in one direction and
about seven and a half in the other, In
the center of the district over which they
fell the ground was almost covered, the
noise mmde by themn as they fell on the
leaves much resembling that made by
fine sleet. When examined under the
microscopa these seed, like granules, ap-
peared wholly di fferent from any seeds
known to botanisis of that part of South
Carolina.

In the following month. December,
1882, Huntington, Ind., and vicinity was
treated to a shower of strange worms,
They were only abont the fourth of an
inch in lengih and about the diametar of
a small sewing neadle. In some places
they fell in such abundance as to cover
the snow and ice to the depth of nearly
half an inch.—S8t. Louis Republic.

A GRAVEYARD DANCE.

GHOSTLY CEREMONY WITNESSED (N
A JAPANESE CEMETERY,

A Four Days' Feast for Legendary Spirits,
Barying Grounds Richly msnd Laxari-
ously Decorated with Garlands and
Tempting Viands,

Dr. G, H, Colton Salter, who for many
years was Unijtad States consul in Japan
and afterward entered the Chinese gov-
ernment service, gazed thonghtfully into
the glowing embers in the grate and
after a short pause told the following
tale:

The many stories published abont
Indian ghost dances and the Messiah
craze remind me of one of the most re.
markable incidents I have ever witnessed
during my long career in the Orient,
and I am gnre there are but few Amer-
cans or Europeans who have had the
opportunity to see the sights of which 1
am going to tell.

The native religion of the Japanesa is,
as you know, Buddhism, and thers is no
ereed which is as full of saperstition.
Some of the ancient beliefs of the Bud-
dhists are calenlated to frighten the faith-
ful and vividly portray the horrible pon-
ishment that awaits the sinful man after
he closes his earthly career, while others,
with charming simplicity, show that the
greatest aim of the Hindoo religion is
the release from existence,

The doctrine of the transmigration of
sonls and & hope for a better fatein a
future life ars the principal fonndations
upon which Buddhism rests. Nagusaki,
where I resided for many years, was
famed for the splendid festivals in honor
of Buddah, or Gautama, the founder of
the religion. Owing to the work of
missionaries and the consequent spread
of Christianity in Japan, many.of the
religicous fetes are no longer publicly ob-
gerved, and the one of which 1 am about
to speak had its lnst grand celebration in
1556, just before I left Nagnsali,

DECORATED GRAVEYARDS.

It is called the Matsdri and was held
durinz the last week in Aungunst or the
first week in September, continuing fonr
days, Thess days were set aside for the
reception of the spirits of the dead, who,
according to a legendary belief, return
once a year to their old homes. For
many weeks previons to the festival
preparations had been in progress, The
honses of the believers had all been care-
| fully swept, cleaned and polished, and
the home altars, which are to be found
in every native honse, had been redeco-
rated and refurnished. The interior of
ull the buildings had been profusely
adorned with flowers, the strests had
been repaired and the whole city was
clotbed in holiday attire.

dead were received with much ceremony
in the graveyard, which is in a beautiful
grove, Each monnd was profusely dec-
orated with highted lanterns and gar-
lands of many colored paper globes hung
from trea totree. On the top of every
grave food of the dainticst kind was
spread ina tempting manner and in quan-

tities sufficient to appease the appetites
l of an army of the hnngriest kind of
ghosts. On mats spread about the
graves sat all the living descendants of
the person who had been buried in that
particular spot. Not a single tomb was
| neclected.  If in the conrse of years the
family of any one of the silent sleepers
had tnmpl--la]\' died out his grave had
| been et lishied and supplied by stran-
il 8

The spirits were snpposed to arriveamd
depart by water from the sen, and for
four davs and nights the living communa
with their dead and were with them in
gpirit. The souls of the departed were
supposed to hover around the tombs lika
substantial visible beings, and they wers
treated with every attention dne to sacred
| and distinguished visitors from the other
“‘l’rI']A

The night of the second day was da-
voted to a grand terpsichorean entertain-
ment or spirit danee, and the gravevard
wae transformed for once into a ball
room, where ghostly daneers were sup-
posad to hold revelry.

A SPLENDID SIGHT.

| The seenes made a strong and ever-
lnsting impression on me, The night
was perfect, the moon was at its full and
the air was fragrant with the perfumes
of thon=ands of flowers. Myriads of
lichts were flickering on the hillsides
which surround the city, and the colored
lanterns swayed gently to and fro, ksep-
ing time to the chimes of the sivery
bells in the templs tower, which fnr- |
nished the music for the mystic enter-
tainment. Arotund an artificial lak= in
the conter of the graveyard the people

knelt in silent devotion, worshiping on

the strine of Baddha, whose emblem,
the lotus flower, rose from the middle of
the lake.
Every one of the four days and nights
brought new surprises and ceremonies,
|many of the latier being held in the
temnple, the doors of which were closad
and gnarded sgainst the entrance of
infidele. On thelast nizht—or the night
of nights, as it was ecalled—a grand pro-
| cession finished the festival. The people
marched in parade to cscort their spint

‘:'nr\ to the water front, whers they
were 1o de part.

Bostmen cartied on their shonlders a
migantic craft built of wood and straw,
in which the dead were suppos<l 1o be
reated, and which was to couvey them
back to spirit land and to Ohata, the
great father beyond the sea.  Thas boat,
which 1= called Fukuy, was 4 master-
piece of Japaness carpentry. It was
ninety foet long and bad a stately mast
with a hoge sail which bore in native
characters the inscniption, " Naidinama-
widi,” a word which 1B symbiclic
Gautama’s griatness.
